locate a Scoutmaster and a Bov 
Scout lost in Saltpeter Cave, near 
Kingston, a few miles from here. 
The two who are lost in the cave 
are members of Troop 8, which 
spent the day exploring the cave. 


Police as vet are unable to iden- | 


tifv the missing pair other than 
to say that the Scoutmaster of 
Troop & is one of them and that 
the other is a bov named Clark 
Both the Scoutmaster and Clark 
live in Rome. 

Cave is an abandoned 
Salipeter mine which contains 
many unexplored bypaths, cav- 
erns, ledges and chasms. At some 
seasons 
filled with water and there is fear 
for the safety of the Scout leader 
and the boy. 

City authorities in Rome have 
sent members of the police and / 
fire departments to the scene to 
direct the search. They carried a 
numbe: flares in order to light 
up the caverns for the searchers 
and also in the hope that the 
flares would aid the Scouts if still 
alive, to find their way to safety. 

There are eight Boy wsocout 
troops here and Troop 8 has a 
membership of the larger boys of 
the city. 

The two boys were missed about 
2 p. m. today and their compan- 
ions spent the rest of the after- 
noon in trying to find them.

mans’ heaviest week’s loss of 491 
over Britain. 


These and other figures com- 
piled during the weekend lull aft- 
er history’s greatest sustained 
aerial offensive provided little en- 
couragement for an enemy soon 
faced with the prospect of operat- 
ing only newly produced planes. 
CAN’T AGREE ON TOLL 

The immensity of the past 
week's operations was reflected in 
the fact that reporters were un- 
able to agree on the total losses, 
and London’s Sunday papers all 
carried different totals. 


But a recapitulation of official 
communiques shows these results 
of the furious air battles accom- 
panying the hurling of around 
18,000 tons of bombs on the 
Reich’s plants: 

The American Eighth Air Force 
htavy bombers and the American 
Ninth and RAF fighters, all flying 
from British bases, destroyed 429 
German planes in the air, with the 
fighter escorts accounting for 216 
of them. 


Allied losses were 156 bombers 
and 32 fighters. 

The Italy-based 15th American 
Air Force in four attacks, three of 
which were co-ordinated with the 
Eighth’s operations from Britain, 
downed 205 German planes while 
losing 82 bombers and five fight- 


; ers. 


The RAF’s four mighty night 
blows cost 149 heavy bombers, in- 
cluding the record 79 lost in the 
week’s opening attack—the 2,300- 
ton raid on Leipzig shortly after 
midnight on February 20. 
EXCLUDES NIGHT FIGHTERS 

The figures do not include Ger- 
man night fighters which may 
have been downed in the RAF 
raids but never announced, nor 
the scores for the 15th Air Force 
on the days it attacked targets 
other than German production 
centers. 

Nor do they reckon with other 
smaller German losses such as the 
36 shot down in the week’s at- 
tacks on Britain, the 12 destroyed 
by the RAF second tactical air 
force over Europe, the Ninth Air 
Force’s Marauders in their sweeps 
against occupied territory, and the 
dozens of new planes destroyed on 
the ground guring the achieve- 
ment of the principal objective— 
the eradication of the enemy’s 
fighters before they leave the pro- 
duction line. 

NAZIS CUT TO BONE 

Even before the. new bid for 
mastery of the European skies got 
under way it was doubtful that 
Germany was producing her pre- 
viously estimated 2,500 planes a 
month because of earlier inroads 
by the American and RAF at- 
tacks. 

From her total production Ger- 
many must find transports, bomb- 
ers, fighters and ground support 
for the Russian front. 

She has cut everything else to 
the bone the past year, in order 
to concentrate on single-engined 
and twin-engined fighters. She 
managed to increase her fighter 
strength in western Europe by 
1,000 planes in 1943, it is believed, 
but those 1,000 planes already 
have been wiped out this year. 
She is nearly down to basic re- 
serves, it is estimated here, and 
when these are gone she must op- 
erate on newly produced planes 
alone. Her future in the air war 
depends on immediate production, 
and this is being well curtailed by 
American and British bombs.

Georgian ‘Oldest Volunteer 


Cheated out of his first chance 
for a slap at the Germans by two 
days’ time, Private Reuben Cleve- 
land Bailey, Uncle Sam’s “oldest 
private,” is eagerly looking for- 
ward at Fort Jackson, S. C., to his 
second opportunity to “get in some 
fighting.” 

Private Bailey, a native Geor- 
gian, will be 59 on March 28, but 
doesn’t look it as he belligerently 
challenges any soldier to dispute 
his claim to the title of the “oldest 
volunteer private.” 

A veteran of the First World 
War, Bailey signed up for the sec- 
ond scrap “just as quick as I could 
find a _ recruiting station’ that 
would take me” after hearing the 
news of Pearl Harbor. That wasn’t 
so easy, either, for being 57 at the 
time, he had to go all over Geor- 
gia and part of South Carolina 
before he finally found one. 

“They saw me coming and took 
to their heels,”’ Private Bailey dis- 
gustedly explained, in telling why 
he had no notches on his gun from 
the First World War. He landed 
in France on November 9. The 
Germans signed the Armistice on 
November 11. 

ELBERT COUNTY FARMER 

After being mustered out, he 
worked in a machine shop in An- 
derson, S. C., and later moved to 
Elbert county, Georgia, farming 
for 14 years. He was in a vet- 
erans’ CCC camp when the Japs 
made their sneak attack on Pear! 
Harbor, and lost no time in at- 
tempting to get in again.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(4)—Millions of persons now struggling 
with complicated income tax returns were given this consolation today 
by Chairman Doughton, Democrat, North Carolina, of the House Ways 


and Means Committee:

After “parting company” with 
President Roosevelt to steer the 
house in overriding the veto of the 
$2,300,000,000 new revenue bill, 


Doughton assumed leadership in| 


the drive to simplify tax statutes: 

He said today he hoped to see a 
simplification bill approved by 
his tax-formulating committee and 
presented for house consideration 
within two weeks. 


The measure may provide: 

1, Integration of the victory, 
normal and surtaxes into one over- 
all tax base and rate structure, 
erasing the necessity of three sep- 
arate computations. 


2. That for most of the approxi- 
mately 50,000,000 individual in- 
come taxpayers the withholding 
levy against wages and salaries 
will become the actual, final tax, 
and no computations and returns 
will be required of those taxpay- 
ers at the year end. 


3. That the integration and 
other simplification steps will be 
taken in a manner, so far as pos- 
sible, to retain the present tax bur- 
dens against all levels of income— 
each taxpayer, including those 
paying small victory taxes, contin- 
uing to remit the same amount 
under the proposed collection 
system. 


However, these simplification 
processes will not affect the re- 
turns on 1943 income due by 
March 15. 


Nor does the simplification ef- 
fort contemplate lessening the 
taxes of any taxpayer at this time. 


Chairman George, Democrat, 
Georgia, of the Senate Finance 
Committee, said he believed the 
total tax for some 30,000,000 tax- 
payers deriving their income from 
Wages and salaries might be col- 


lected through the withholding | 


levy. 

The other 20,000,000 taxpayers— 
those in high income brackets, the 
professional people and self-em-

may be required to continue filing 
regular income tax returns. 


In contrast to the bitterness 
over the second wartime revenue 
bill that precipitated open warfare 
between the White House and 
Capitol Hill, the simplification ef- 
fort appears to have gathered in 
the complete co-operation of Demo- 
crats and Republicans in congress, 
and the Treasury Department. 


Doughton said that “so far as I 
am concerned, the President and 
I are still friends.” 


The chairman called a meeting 
of the Ways and Means group for 
tomorrow, to see how the staff of 
tax experts employed by congress 
is getting along with simplifica- 
tion studies. 

At an earlier meeting, the com- 
mittee voted against dropping from 
the tax rolls, in the streamlining 
process, some 9,000,000 persons 
who now pay victory taxes but 
whose earnings are not large 
enough to come under the regular 
income tax structure. 


Doughton did not flatly guaran- 
tee a no-returns-necessary tax sy:- 
tem because “we cannot say defi- 
nitely what the final legislation 
will look like” but “the country 
can be sure we are going to do 
everything possible.” 


Representative Knutson, of Min- 
nesota, Republican leader of the 
Ways and Meahs Committee, join- 
ed Doughton in this expression of 
determination.

Await Veterans 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(/)— 
Government loans will be avail- 
able to returning members of the 
armed forces to help re-establish | 
them in business. 

This was disclosed today by | 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse H. 
Jones in announcing extension of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration’s small business loan pro- 
gram to include those mustered | 
out of service. | 

The loans will be made to assist | 
servicemen returning to private 
life in re-establishing business op- 
erations which they were forced 
to liquidate or to turn over to'| 
others on entering service. 


CAREFUL SCRUTINY 

For example, a soldier who sold 
his filling station, garage, barber 
shop, or grocery store might ob- 
tain, on certain conditions, federal 
funds to aid him to acquire his 
old business, or a similar business. 

Loan applications, however, will 
be put to careful scrutiny. Among 
other things, an applicant must 
show prior business experience, 
have some money of his own to 
put with the federal aid, and there 
must be a “sound economic need 
for the business.” 

The RFC said it hoped banks | 
would finance the program to the 
fullest possible extent. Where this | 
is possible, the loan would remain | 
with the bank for servicing and | 
the RFC would supply part of the | 
money. 

TRY BANKS FIRST 

The RFC advised returning 
servicemen to file their loan ap- 
plications through banks or other 
financial institutions. In cases 
where the bank does not make the 
loan, applications should be filed 
with the RFC directly through its | 
loan agencies.

The same thing could have been 
said for another strong point at 
Cape Gloucester, Target hill, where 
the Nips had placed heavy concen-

'Aldrich, of Statesboro; Melvin 
_Caldwell, of Alapaha, and Ser- 
'geant John T. Bennett, of Savan- 
nah, Marines all, who raced across 
the beach in the first wave, scaled 
that hill and took it away from 
the Japs. In still a third impor- 
tant action, the battle of Walt’s 
ridge, Major Robert Dillard, of

You can be 
mentally tired of a job, though 
your body is not exhausted. Such 
fatigue is due to boredom or irri- 
tation. But a shave, a shower 
bath and clean clothes will pep 
up a tired working man at the 
end of the day, thus showing 
that even his apparent fatigue 
has a marked psychological 
factor.)

It is thus 
well worth the extra effort of tak- 
ing a bath at the end of a day 
of hard, dirty work. 


SHAVING AIDS FEELINGS 

In the hospitals we witness this 
same effect when a patient goes 
unshaven for several days. 

He feels as bad as he looks. Im- 
prove his appearance, therefore, 
and his feelings also are likely to 
improve. 

You readers have doubtless ob- 
served this psychological effect on 
countless occasions. Supposedly 
sick men may suddenly recover 
after a bath and a shave. 


If you dress up, you feel more 
rested or peppy. A housewife at 
the end of a day’s housecleaning 
may be tired, dusty and frayed 
in nerves as well as clothing.

The Greater Hate 


That the type of “upper class” Frenchman—meaning “upper” 
strictly in a financial sense—continues those political, collabora- 
tionist ways of thought which contributed so much.to the 
collapse of French resistance in 1940, is indicated in the report 
of a Swiss journalist who has recently spent some time in Paris. 

It is still possible, he states, to purchase all the means of a 
life of utmost luxury in the former French capital, if one has 
the money. And that quite a few French, of the “quisling” type, 
have money is evident. 

The result, says the Swiss writer, is that the great masses 
of the French industrial proletariat are filled with a hatred for 
these .wealthy French, whom they regard as traitors, which 
exceeds, even, thelr hatred of the Germans, 

As a result, it is pointed out, the Allies cannot count too 
heavily on co-operation of the French population when the 
invasion of France takes place. 

Although there are many organized groups, more heavily armed 
than the Germans dream, ready and anxious to fight, perhaps 
as guerrillas, with the Allies, events in France, after invasion, 
are apt to be too much like those which have taken place in 
Italy. In other words, the French people will do the Germans 
what harm they can, but their effectiveness will be handicapped 
by quarrels among themselves and will be limited to quite modest 
results.

Traffic Solutions 

Editor, Constitution: What is 
the matter with our present traffic 
regulation in the city of Atlanta? 
Is it the fault of the police depart- 
ment, the traffic judges, the street 
conditions. In answer I would 
say “No.” There is a lot of jay 
walking but other cities, notably 
the larger ones like New York, 
have a much greater percentage 
of jay walkers than we have and 
yet have better accident ratios 
than we are having at present. 

We have a good traffic light- 
ing system and I am afraid more 
traffic lights would mean more 
disregard of them. 

It is easy to call attention to 
many conditions that lead to lack 
of safety in traffic but in my opin- 
ion we should adopt the following 
regulations. 

First: Absolutely discontinue li- 
censing drivers under the age 
of 18. : 

Second: Have an _ ordinance 
making it compulsory to have a 
mechanical inspection of all cars 
at least once a year like they have 
in some other cities. 

License laws: Georgia, like all 
other states, has a license law. 
There should be a provision of the 
law to make you at least every 
two years appear personally, so at 
least an inspector may look you 
over and see you are not crippled. 

Safety week: What a glorious 
help “Safety Week” is, how much 
better we drive for having it. We 
do so for a week and then forget 
it usually. Safety week should 
be 52 weeks a year. There should 
be a constant use of public speak- 
ers on safety, radios, and news- 
paper publicity. Plenty of citi- 
zens would give their services for 
this work if only to protect their 
own lives as they may be the next 
sufferer.

Delinquency and 
The Woodshed 


I think a lot of His Honor, the mayor. He is 
one of the very best of mayors. He also is an 
argumentative cuss and he can talk louder than 
I. I have been able to overcome this asset of 
His Honor with logic and reason, but the other day he left me 
high and dry. 

He was at a luncheon to welcome the guests. I was there to 
introduce a speaker. It. was a welfare meeting and His Honor 
the mayor, challenged me on the subject of juvenile delinquency, 
saying that the only cure was home life, prayer, good environ- 
ment, Bible readings and use of the rod. Recreation, parks, and 
so on he said were secondary to the fine influences of a home. 


He then left hurriedly to fill another engagement and since that 
time I have been unable to reach him. That is a pity, in a way, 
because he is so vulnerable and on this particular day I had a verbal 
blackjack ready for him. He spoke a half truth, and a half truth 
is a dangerous thing. 

I was going to tell him about the 1l-year-old son of one of our 
better-known sincere religious leaders, who organized a burglary 
gang and pulled off a half-dozen jobs before being caught. We 
kept this out of the newspapers, and I think it was the right thing 
to do. I don’t think His Honor knew about it and this was the 
blackjack I had for him. These boys, every one of them, came 
from good homes where Bible reading, prayer and “good” sur- 
roundings were the rule, And an excellent rule it is. 

The rod had not been spared. I don’t understand those persons 
who think a good sound thrashing now and then is the answer to 
all the problems. 

Here were boys who had had whippings when the parents 
thought they had needed it; they had been well fed, they had been 
living in good homes, and in a religious atmosphere. They did a 
few robberies. 


VIEWING WITH ALARM It is the custom now and then to 


bring in the alarming statistics 
of our own police force and our FBI records to prove that the crim- 
inal and delinquency ages are getting lower and lower, so that the 
speaker may view with alarm. 
The almost inevitable theme is—‘“spare the rod and spoil the 
child. The home is breaking down.” 


Well, I too, view with alarm. 


And my chiefs alarms are, first, those who deplore in a manner 
which to my mind is extremely wrong, and secondly, those who 


look at the 18-year-old delinquents and assume that the only reason ° 


they are as they are is because they were not whipped, subjected 
to prayer and to wholesome influences. 

That is simply a very easy way out. 

It also is a popular way out. 


Any speaker can stand before a club or any audience and 
smilingly refer to the old-fashioned razor strap or the woodshed 
cure for delinquency and receive an ovation. * 


That's easy. And popular. 
But it is, at best, but slightly right. 


LOOK FARTHER One must look behind the ages of 17 and 

18. It is folly to assume that the reason 
they are what they are is because they were not subjected to 
discipline. 

Many of them run away from home because they are whipped 
too much. 

Most of them slip into trouble because their home ‘life was cruel 
or because it was lacking. Divorces, stepmothers, stepfathers, both 
parents working, no supervision at all, poverty, dissipated parents, 
depraved parents—all these play a part. 

One of my outside activities is a volunteer job which has made 
it necessary for me to study the records of men in one of our 
prisons. An easy 95 per cent come from homes where poverty, 
ignorance, cruelty and lack of supervision was the rule. 

Marching along with them are those youngsters who came 
from homes where the rod was never spared and where Christian 
virtues were the rule. 
oe is a mistake to say, in so easy a way, that the homes have 
ailed. 

In 95 per cent of the cases this is not true, for the simple rea- 
son the homes did not exist as such. 

Society has failed. Often the failure is of two or even three 
generations. 

What I am getting at is simply this: 

Those parents who try and fail, fail because they think that 
discipline is enough. It isn’t. There must be personal direction 
of the energy and the restless, growing minds of children. 

In the field from which comes 95 per cent of all delinquency, 
there is no possibility of parental discipline or personal, family 
guidance, 

These homes have not “failed.” They never existed. 

It is a municipal, county, state and national problem. 

Ita solution must begin in the community.

‘Peace, Peace; When 


There Is No Peace’ 


The day is coming when the war makers 
of the Axis will cry for peace. Beaten to their 
knees by the might of Allied arms, they will beg 
forgiveness for the crimes they have perpetrated 
upon humanity. That is the day when we shall be asked to believe 
there are decent and good Germans. These same, now unknown, 
alleged German democrats will be trotted out to speak for a dis- 
credited Germany, instead of the vicious Nazis who have repre- 
sented that country through all the years of horror. 

And they will vow in all humility that they have always been 
lovers of human freedom, of brotherhood and of peace. If we 
believe them, the only comment suitable will be “the more fools 
we.” There may, probably are, a few good Germans still in Ger- 
many, but our foolishness would lie in ever believing that such 
men can speak for an entire nation which has supported a gang of 
arch criminals like the Nazis and has exulted in the brutality which 
is the chief charactertistic of the beasts and their militaristic fellow 
nationals.

NO PEACE FOR SOME Regardless of the terms of surrender 


finally arranged, there must never 
be peace in this life for the war criminals responsible for the hor- 
rors perpetrated upon helpless peoples. These individual gangsters 
must be hunted down, tried and, when convicted, punished with all 
the severity man can use. If there is any truth in punishment for 
evil after death, we know now these same creatures will find no 
peace beyond the grave. 

But it is of the certain protestations of a national change of 
heart which are certain to come from the Germans when they are 
finally conquered. Such protestations are the German way. They 
have been heard before. And they have meant nothing, save an 
expression of the German lust for war and the use of deception, 
lies and treachery as part of their military weapons for war. 

When they cry their admission of guilt and plead for mercy, 
the chances are they will be thinking, in their secret hearts, that 
if the Allied victors heed those cries and consent to a merciful and 
soft peace the road for new aggression will remain open to their 
soldier feet. That some day, some uncertain future day, they will 
once more be strong enough to invade weaker nations around 
them and seek, once again, the vile goal of world conquest through 
the limitless blood of slaughtered innocents. 

Until we know beyond peradventure of doubt that the German 
heart has been cleansed of the disease called militarism, we must 
remember that the words of the prophet Jeremiah apply to them 
with literal truth, “. . . saying peace, peace; when there is no 
peace.” : 

For all protestations are vain when there is no peace within 
the heart, ' 


SHACKLES ESSENTIAL That is why it is essential for the 


safety of the world, including our- 
selves, that for many years after the war is done Germany as a 
nation must be held in such rigid shackles she cannot take even 
the first step toward re-creation of her shameful military power. 
Shameful power because her use of that power has heaped shame 
upon it. 

That is why we must have some form of international police, 
a force strong enough to make Germany and any other criminally 
inspired nation obey the law of peace through inability to violate it. 

That is why the Allies must, for many long and patient years, 
maintain a force of occupation within conquered Germany to see 
that there is no hidden, secret recrudescence of the national will 
to create a great fighting army. 

NOT A BAD IDEA Stalin has an idea for the postwar Ger- 

many which, while drastic, has much to 
recommend it. He would remove out of Germany every vestige 
of metal. Even to the point of taking away the railroad tracks. 
Thus he would leave them confined to simple agrarian work as a 
means of national livelihood, 

Well, why not? The world could benefit by a giant farming 
community like Germany. And the industry barred there could 
easily be replaced by the expanding industrial plants of the United 
States and the Soviet. We can form the metals of the world into 
the goods of peace and protect ourselves by forcing the Germans 
to become a nation of agriculturalists, stripped of the resources 
and the industrial capacity to create the machines of war. 

Probably an unworkable idea, but not a bad one in its basic 
thought. 

And who, too, can disagree with the Russian desire to make 
millions of German workers labor on the great task of restoring 
the Russian towns and cities destroyed during the German occupa: 
tion of the land with which they had sworn lasting peace?

Brotherhood Bank 


KANSAS CITY, Feb. 27.—You 
have heard about the profitable 
insurance activities of Harold 
Franklin, of Kansas City, Kan., 
the son of good old Joe Franklin, 
who recently retired from the 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers of 
the A. F. of L. on a life: pension 
of $12,500 a year, an increase of 
$5,000 a year over the salary he 
received as active president. 


Young Franklin, that lucky fellow, 
just happened to be the successful 
agent for a series of insurance 
companies which wrote the cover- 
age of the union members at high 
premium rates over a period of 
years and years. He is now draw- 
ing $100,000 a year in commissions 
on this account, about four-fifths 
of which represents compulsory in- 
surance on the members, most of 
whom are shipyard workers who 
had to join the union to get jobs 
and have to keep up their insur- 
ance payments, including young 
Franklin’s rakeoff, to keep their 
jobs. 


Nice Business 


But probably you haven’t heard 
about the Brotherhood State Bank 
of Kansas City, Kan., which has 
its offices in the brotherhood’s 
home building. The Brotherhood 
State Bank was organized about 
20 years ago and from its name 
and its location you might be par- 
doned for believing it to be the 
property of the brotherhood. Such 
is the power of suggestion or asso- 
ciation of ideas. But it isn’t’ the 
brotherhood’s bank except that 
the brotherhood does happen to 
be a minority stockholder, owning 
537 shares or about one-fourth of 
the stock, and a large and impor- 
tant depositor. It is a private en- 
terprise and quite sound, respec- 
table and profitable and_ the 
Franklin family, father and ‘son 
and their wives, own between 
them 216 shares; William E. Wal- 
ter, secretary-treasurer of the 
union, and his family 22 shares; 
Charles J. McGowan, of Chicago, 
the new president of the brother- 
hood, at $12,500 a year, five 
shares; and Jerome S. Koehler, 
young Franklin’s associate in the 
insurance business, 10 shares—a 
total of 251 shares held by the 
hierarchy and their loved 
and Mr. Koehler. 

Good old Joe Franklin and Har- 
old and Mr. Walter are directors 
of the bank and, by some freak 


tling business initiative and all 
that kind of thing, the brother- 


would be a very good bank in 
which to keep its funds which, in 
these days, are enormous, what 
with its monthly rakeoff from the 
hundreds of thousands of new and 
temporary members in the ship- 
yards. A banker in another Kan- 
sas City bank explains that ordi- 
narily he would not care to handle 
the account of a single client hav- 
ing control over such a large share 
of the deposits but that, of course, 
if the bank’s directors and stock- 
holders happened to control the 
treasury of that client, as good 
old Joe Franklin and Walter and 
McGowan ‘control the  union’s 
treasury, that would be very re 
assuring. 


In Millions 


At this point it seems appropri- 
ate to report that in a resolution 
eulogizing good old Joe but avoid- 
ing the subject of his son’s pros- 
perity through the insurance busi- 
ness, the brothers, in an unguard- 
ed moment, boasted that the assets 
of the brotherhood now exceeded 
$10,000,000, most of it amassed 
since the war program began and 
channeled into the treasury by the 
labor agencies of the New Deal 
government through the force of 
the closed shop, and that there are 
“many more millions in the treas- 
uries of the local unions” around 
the city. In Portland, Ore., alone, 


$1,000,000 in war bonds and more 
than $1,500,000 in banks. The 
parent brotherhood also has $5,- 
000,000 in war bonds. 


It must not be thought that the 
real boilermakers unanimously ad- 
mire good old Joe and his son and 
approve the remarkable coinci- 
dence of the insurance business 
and the award of the $12,500 life 
pension. Nevertheless, being loy- 
a] to their union, they are embar- 
rassed and resentful that such 
conditions were exposed publicly. 
Brother Winstel, a delegate from a 
shipyard in Texas, speaking about 
the operations of the Franklin po- 
litical machine in the recent na- 
tional convention, said: “This is 
a demonstration of some of the 
things that Pegler has written in 
his column. Are we going to be 
democratic and live up to the by- 
laws and constitution? Let’s not 
give Pegler anything more to talk 
about, not give him anything more 
tc blacken our name. It is black 
enough as it is. The laws that 
are being enacted in our state leg- 
islatures and in our national leg- 
islature are the result of things 
like this.”

Re presentative Tarver 


Explains His Vote 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—As the only mem- 
ber of the Georgia delegation who voted to 
sustain the President’s veto of the tax bill, Rep- 
resentative Malcolm C. Tarver, of Dalton, has “ 
given an explanation of his position that offers a refreshing con- 
trast to the rancor and recrimination of many of those who cast 
an indignant ballot to override the chief executive. 


Still another Georgia member, Representative Robert Ramspeck, 
of Atlanta, would have voted to sustain the President had he been 
able to attend the session of the house on the day the veto was 
acted upon. But the Atlanta congressman, the majority whip of 
the house, was confined to his home ill that day and since has 
undergone an emergency operation for appendicitis, which explains 
his absence from the chamber. 


Judge Tarver, whose record during the past 12 years in congress 
identifies him as anything but a rubber-stamp type of administra- 
tion supporter, took a far more temperate attitude on the veto 
than most of his colleagues. 


While criticising the President’s veto message as perhaps in- 
temperate and calculated in some of its expressions to arouse just 
resentment on the part of members of congress, he said, neverthe 
less, that he was unwilling to allow resentment to dictate his po 
sition on a matter of such vital importance to the people. 

“TI do not find this to be an issue 


“NOT ENTHUSIASTIC” 
upon which I cannot agree with him 


(the President) without sacrificing firm convictions,” Judge Tarver 
told the house. “I am not enthusiastic about this tax bill. It is 
true that I voted for it, just as most of you did, but nobody had 
anything to do with writing it excepting the members of the Ways 
and Means Committee. 

“Under the rule adopted for consideration of the bill in the 
house, no individual member could even offer an amendment. We 
had to vote it up or down as it was written. It contains much of 
which I approve, much of which I disapprove. I thought it was 
better than no bill at all. 

“But I am not so strongly wedded to its provisions, as a whole, 
that I am willing to join with enemies of my party and of this 
administration to renounce the leadership of the President and bring 
about a condition of confusion in our national affairs which can 
redound to the advantage of nobody so much as that of Hitler 
and Hirohito.” 

Representative Tarver reminded his colleagues that “the out- 
standing feature of the President’s message is the stress he lays 
on the necessity for raising more money to pay for the war than 
is proposed in this bill.” 

With that viewpoint, he said, he was in hearty accord. 


“So if our commander in chief, with his better sources of infor- 
mation on many matters relating to this issue, feels we should try 
to write a tax bill that will raise more money than this bill will 
raise, and that for the present it is better to have no bill at all than 
this one, I, for one,” declared the Georgia congressman, “am willing 
for the congress to try to write a bill that will raise more money. 


“So I have not voted to override this veto. I am not one of 
those who wants to see the President of the United States discred- 
ited. I shall not join with those who do. I know that advocating 
high taxes is not popular, particularly in election years. I know 
it is much more popular to appropriate money, whether we have 
it or not. 

“IT have never regarded the President, or any other human betng, 
as perfect or infallible, and I have never been regarded as a ‘hun- 
dred percenter’ or ‘yes man’. But while many of those who once 
shouted ‘Hosanna’ are now after his scalp, I prefer to stand by his 
side in all matters where conscience does not dictate otherwise.” 


SPEAKS FOR ITSELF Judge Tarver’s statement speaks for 


itself. No one can dispute the high 
quality of the tone of statesmanship it carries. He divorces him- 
self of all taint of resentment at the President’s caustic words and 
votes upon the issue on its merits, rather than out of pique or 
chagrin. 

That much cannot be said of many of the others who boister- 
ously voted the President down purely out of indignation and 
resentment over the manner in which he bluntly castigated con- 
gress for what the White House conceived to be an omission of 
legislative responsibility. 

Proof of this is found in the action of 20 Democrats and 31 
Republicans who, after voting against the tax bill at the time it 
originally passed the house, reversed themselves completely later 
by voting to enact the measure over the President’s veto. 


That is about as striking an example of inconsistency as the 
house has witnessed in years. Here are 51 men who condemned 
the measure when it was first passed, much on the same grounds 
as Mr. Roosevelt did in his veto message. But when the President 
himself hurled the bill back at congress as an inadequate piece of 
legislation to meet the needs of war financing, these same men 
rushed forward to override his veto. 


There is only one explanation to be offered of such inconsistent 
action, of course. The men who thus reversed themselves are 
guilty of a fraud on their own consciences. They threw overboard 
their principles out of resentment of the President's criticism of 
congress, or else they were seizing on an opportunity to try to dis- 
credit the President. Either explanation is equally opprobrius.

Rumors Spring Up 
In Camp When 
Battle Lulls 


IN ITALY, Feb. 27.-—-(By Wire- 
less)—When_ soldiers sit around 
during lull periods at the front, 
they talk about everything under 
the sun. Out of my recent visits 
with front-line outfits I’ve tried to 
remember some of the things they 
talked about. 

Two things eventually come up 
in every extended conversation; 
the latest rumor about the outfit, 
and discussions of what home is 
like and when we'll get home. 


The latest rumor was that my 
outfit was to get no more replace- 
ment for men lost in battle, which 
led inevitably to a belief that they 
were to be withdrawn and sent 
home. Nobody really believed it, 
but everybody wanted to believe 
it. There were also rumors that 
the outfit was going to England 
and to India. 

Memories of what America was 
like are actually getting pretty 
dim to men who have been over- 
seas two years. As one lowa boy 
said, “Why, even England is dim 
in my memory now, and we were 
there long after we were in the 
states,” 


HAD HORROR OF SHIPS 


One boy said that no matter 
where we went was bad for him, 
because we'd have to go by ship 
and he had an absolute horror of 
ships. He didn’t exactly say so, 
but I believe he’d rather stay here 
the rest of his life than make that 
ocean crossing again. 

One night in a group of some 
soldiers and officers the question 
came up whether you should yell 
or not when making a close-in 
attack, 

An officer thought it was good 
psychology because the Germans 
are afraid of night attacks, and 
a good barrage of Indian yells 
would further demoralize them. 

But the soldiers 
agreed. They said Jerry didn’t 
Scare so easily as all that, and 
when you yell you just give your 
position away. 

Speaking of noise, you've prob- 
ably heard the term “screaming 
meemies,” for a certain noisy type 
of German shell. The boys at 
the front call them “screaming 
meanies” instead, and _ brother, 
they are bad indeed to listen to. 
SCREAMING MEANIES 

The Germans call the gun the 
“nebelwerfer.” It is a six-bar- 
reled gun which fires one barrel 
right after another, electrically. 
The gun doesn’t go off with a 
roar, but the shells swish forward 
with a sound of unparalleled 
viciousness and power, as though 
gigantic gears were grinding. Ac- 
tually, it sounds as thought some 
mammoth man were grinding 
them out of a machine with a 
huge crank, 


Whenever a shelling starts we! 
always stop and listen, and some-| 


body makes a remark like: “Grind 
em out, boy; keep on turning!” 
or “Boy, Jerry’s gettin’ mad 
again!” 

The “screaming meanies” are 
frightful in sound when they’re 
coming to you, and even when 


they’re going off at an angle far | 


from you they make a long-drawn- 
out moaning sound that is blood- 
curdling. 

_ The soldiers talk about the Ital- 
lan people, and on the whole the 
average soldier doesn’t dislike the 
Italians too much. Nine out of 10 
much prefer Italy to Africa. And 
the sight of the poor children al- 
ways gets them. 

At an Army chow line near a 
village or close to farms, you see 
a few solemn and patient chil- 
dren with tin buckets waiting to 
get what is left over. 

CHILDREN WAIT FOR FOOD 

One soldier said to me: “I just 
can't bear to eat when they stand 
and look at me like they do. Lots 
of times I’ve filled my mess kit 
and just walked over and dumped 
it in their buckets and gone back 
to my foxhole. I wasn’t hungry.” 

Bad as this war is, the average 
soldier hopes he’ll never be sent
